ready exists in the old wiarket, Te was o 
very great pity indeed that o fine two-storey- 


ed building was not erected upon the site 
nf the present Western Market which was 
admirably odupted to such a pilrpose ; and 
that the proposed new building, as shown 
apm the plas, was not added as a sup- 
Plenentary market, Then the requirc- 
ments of the Western District would have 
been met fora good many years to come, 
whoreaa thy present arrangement would 
leave the situntion, so far asstall accom- 
odation wis concerned, in much the sume 
position as hefore, if not worsv. The fel-

At tho Sanitary Board motting this after- 
Hoon, thers vas submitted the report of 
the Select Conmittes appointed to draw ap 
a achome of anitary reform for the City of 
Victoria, ‘Thi report is as follows We 
have the honvur tq submit the following 
preliminary wport of tho select com- 
mittee appeinted to drawaup 4 scheme 
of sanitary inprovement for the City 
of Victoria. (L)" We, recuwmend that the 
Government should be urd to introduce 
futher lepiststion on the subject of the 
height of buildings in relation to the 
wigth of thostrects on which they front. 
Ta June 1398 tho Bod unanimously 
recommended tliat no domestic building 


should be erocted in future to oxcecd in 
height ono ad a half timer tho width of 
tho street upon which such building frunts, 
and wa argstill most strongly of this 
opinion. Inthe reports of the Medical 
Officer of Health will bo found particulars 
as to the excessive amount of surface 
crowding inthe City, reaching tn some of 
tho Health districts to mow than 800 por- 
Suns per acro, Suoh densty of population 
compares. wry unfavouribly with thot 
of the Largs cities of England, and_ it 
has been cltarly shown by many autho- 
rities on sanitation that the denth-rate 
of any district increascs.with the den- 
sity.of, tho population. The most donse- 
ly populated metropulitan districts of Lon- 
don are St.James', Wostminster, White-
